Baid He Can Name the Man Who
Pald Money to Secure the Passage
’f the Last Gas Franchise Ordi-
nance, and Men the Money Wan
Intended For—New Consumers’
Company Ordinance Passed on
Third Reading—Meeting of Belect
Couneil.

The ordinance granting a franchise to
the Consumers' Gas company wns
pasged on third rending lnst night by
common council, after Mr. Keller had
vainly endeavored to postpone actlon
untll next week. It will now go Lo se-
lect councll,

When the measure wng called up on
third reading by Mr. Gurrell, Mr. Kel-
ler wanted to Kknow what provision
there was in It that would enable the
city to find out whant the gross recelpts
of the company will be. That Is essen-
tial to ascertain the nmount of tax they
will huve to pay. The [rlends of the
ordinance admitted that It I8 a bit hdazy
an that point, but supposed the power
to negcertnin the amount of the groes
receipts was implied.

Mr, Keller then referred to the gcan-
dal In connection with the gns ordl-
nance passed by the last council, an
ordinance of which the present one, he
eald, Is a copy. He called attention to
the fact that no one has disclosed who
the members of the Consumers' Gps
company are, and that In view of this
fuct and the rumors concerning the
passage of the former ordinance, no
member could afford to vote for the
present measure untll the charges con-
cerning the other are cleared up,

To thig Chalrman Robathan replled
that he did not think it seemly for a
member of counell to reflect on the
body by referring to rumors that might
have no foundation In fact.

A BROAD OFFER.

“Poslpone this matter for a week,"
eald Mr. Keller, “and I'll give you facts
and figures about the passage of the
ordinance of which this is a copy. I
will glve you the name of the mun who
pald the money, the men who received
the money, men who held the money,
and where the nioney Is under seal to-
night."

SELECT COUNCIL.’

In select council last night Councile
man O'Boyle wunted to Know what it
costs to have the prisoners work in
the park, He understood that o num-
ber of men are employed to guard Lhe
prisoners, and If this money was used
In hirlng cltizens of the clty, more and
betier work might be anccomplished,

Mr. Vaughoan explained that the con-
vicig are only employed to do the womk
that there is no appropriation for umd
and that everyvone Knows that nelther
the conviets nor the oversecrs cost the
city anything., The overseers are paid
by the county, Still Mr. O'Boyle was
not satistied and succeeded in getting
the following resolution pasecd:

That the director of public works is
divected to furnish tp counells a statement
showlng  the nuniber of prisoners em-
ployed eich day at Nay Aug and Connell
park since Monday, April 1, 12, the nama
of cach prisoner employed and the nuim-
Lher of days he worked;  the number of
foremen emploved each day to supervisa
the work of gald prisoncers, and the com-
pensation per day of sald foreman, and
the total sum paid sald foreman: dlso
to report whether the service renderved by
siime prisoners Is of any expense to the
clty.

M, O'Boyle ulso succeeded in having
the followlng regolution adopted:

Whereas, 1L appears Lthit somoe persons
or corporations have been making o voal-
bed for a railroad crossing some of tho
streets and avenues In the Twelfth ward
of thig city and that the same appears to
be done without any  legul  authority;
therefore, be it

Resolved, By the sclect councll of the
city of Sceranton, that the presldent of
this body appoint i special committee of
three members of this eouncil to ascertaln
the facte and reoport In writing to this
counvil at its next regulnr meeting.

REFPORTED FAVORABLY.

The streets and bridges committee res
ported favorably o resolution divecting
the clty recorder and city solicitor to
gecure options on the lumd to he tnken
for the opening of Sanderson avenue
from Bast Market streeet to the Lackis-
wanna rlver, This was approved,

In response to a resulutlon recenlly
adopted by counclls, divecting the re-
corder to get an option on the plot of
Innd bounded by Jefferson  avenue,
Ridge Itow wund the appronch to the
Roaring Brook bridge, the intention
being to muke It a park, a communi-
cition was recelved from the recorder
contuining a proposition from ¥, I3,
Platt, one of the executors of the es-
tite which owns the property. It set
forth that the olty can have It for $60,-
000 and an option for six months at
that price will be given. The offer wus
recelved and fled,

The following new resolutlons were
Introduced and adopted: Dlrecting the
tepurtiment of publle works to remove
the electrie llght now located at Dela-
witre und Hudson raflroad and New
street to northeast corner of Wyoming
nvenue and New street; directing that
coples of the luws of the general ug-
sembly of the commonwealth of Penn-
sylvaniin, passed at the sesslon of 1901,
In ull fitty-nine coples, be purchased for
the uge of members, and that the ex-
pensgg thereof be charged to anccount of
gengral printing and  statlonery, year
1902; directing the divector of publle
siufety to have the hydrants now sup-
plied by the Spring Brook Wauter com-
pany connected with the water malns
of thg Scranton Gus and Water com-
pany,
